And I could largely demonitrareihow they conſume their wealth ar the wine, 
ven untill they have ſwallowed downe their whole eſtates : and then rather 
en not ſazisfie their guts, that they will ſpend in ſheere drinke, all the 
cloxthcs on their beds and backs. Yca they will drinke the very. blood of 
their wives and children 3 who are not onely impeverifhed, but even parched 
with famine, and burnt up with thirſt, ro ſaxisfie lis throat ; 1n which hee 
is worſe then an infidell, 1 Tzm. 5. 8. But I will paſs this, as of leaft con- 
cquence. Only obſerve how he is paid in his owne coine. The Drunkard 
F having ſpent all in ſuperfluirics, in the end he wants neceſſaries 3 and be- 
cauſe in his youth he will drinke nothing but wine, in his old age he is con- 
Krained to drinke water. Yea how oft are Vermine ſeene to ſuck his bloud, 
as faſt as he doth that of the grape and maul:? And laſtly, how! he throwes 
His bouſe ſo long ow ar windowes, that ar laſt his houſe throwes him our at 
doores ; and when all 1s gonc , glad would heibe to be a Swinz-kerd like 
he prodigall ſonne : but knowing himſelfe vnworthy of any mans entertain- 
Tent, he growes weary of his lite, and is ready to make himſelfe away; like 
Feter the Cardinall, bafe fon to Szxt the fourth,that monſtrous Epicure, 
[the ſhame of the later times ; or like Apiczus, the ſhame of. rhe anciznr age 
byberein he lived. Neither ſtayes he here, for the tiplers progreſſe 1s com-
